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TIMOTHY  C.  DAY  FUND. 


In  pursuance  of  the  terms  upon  which  this  trust  is  admin- 
istered it  has  yielded  a fund  with  which  sixty-five  tickets  ol 
membership  will  be  furnished  the  coming  year  to  deserving 
youths  attending  our  public  schools. 


During  the  year  your  Directors  endeavored  to  make  several 
material  improvements,  notably  that  of  electric  lighting,  but 
were  unable  to  carry  them  out,  because  impossible  conditions 
were  imposed  by  the  trustees  of  the  Cincinnati  College  who 
controlled  the  building  outside  our  room-^.  Therefore  seeing  the 
uselessness  of  trying  to  carry  out  any  improvements  on  account 
of  the  unwillingness  of  the  trustees  of  the  college  building,  our 
Board  commenced  proceedings  at  their  individual  cost,  which  so 
far  have  resulted  in  the  following  described  action  by  the  Ohio 
State  Legislature  and  the  Circuit  Court. 

On  April  15th  1892,  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  passed  an  act 
(89  O.  L.  647)  as  follows  : 

AN  ACT. 

To  amend  Sections  3,  4 and  5 of  an  act  entitled  - An  act  to  incorporate  the  Cincinnati 
College,’’  passed  January  22a,  A.  D.  1819  (17  O.  L.,  ch.  29,  p.  46). 

Whereas,  In  the  act  entitled  “ An  act  to  incoporate  the  Cincinnati 
college.”  enacted  by  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  January  22d,  A. 
D.  1819,  by  the  eighth  section  thereof,  it  was  provided  as  follows  to-wit : This 

act  shall  he  subject  to  such  alterations  as  the  general  assembly  may  from  time  to 
time  see  proper  to  make  ; and 

Whereas,  The  endowment  of  the  Cincinnati  college,  as  at  present  invested 
and  managed,  is  not  sufficient  to  enable  it  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  its 
charter  ; and 

Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  the  general  assembly  it  would  be  advantage- 
ous to  the  said  the  Cincinnati  college  and  to  the  university  of  Cincinnati,  and  to 
the  public  generally,  that  the  government  of  the  two  institutions  should  be  joined 
and  consolidated  ; therefore. 

Section  1.  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 

That  sections  3,  4 and  5 of  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Cincinnati 
college,  passed  the  22d  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1819,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows  : 
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Sec.  3.  The  affairs  of  said  Cincinnati  college  shall  hereafter  be  under  the 
management  of  the  directors,  for  the  time  being  of  the  university  of  Cincinnati, 
which  directors  shall  be  and  they  hereby  are  constituted  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Cincinnati  college,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  exercise  all  the  powers 
granted  by  law  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Cincinnati  college. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  management  of  the  funds,  and  of 
other  matters  belonging  to  or  connected  with  the  said  Cincinnati  college,  shall 
be  solely  in  the  hands  of  the  board  of  trustees  aforesaid,  and  the  said  funds  shall 
be  administered  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  of  the  objects  of  the  charter  of 
the  Cincinnati  college,  in  connection  with  the  funds  and  administration  of  the 
university  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a treasurer,  who  shall  give 
bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty  ; they  may  elect  a 
president  and  vice-president  of  the  college,  and  may  appoint  such  professors  and 
tutors  as  they  shall  think  necessary  ; which  president,  vice-president,  professors- 
and  tutors  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board  ; they  may,  from  time  to 
time,  make  and  enforce  such  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  for  the  government 
and  well-being  ot  the  college  as  may  seem  to  them  proper,  provided  they  be 
consistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state  ; they  may  appoint 
a faculty  to  consist  of  the  president,  vice-president,  professors  and  such  other 
persons  as  they  may  judge  necessary,  and  may  vest  in  the  faculty  so  appointed 
Such  powers  as  they  may  think  expedient  for  the  preservation  of  good  order, 
and  for  enforcing  obedience  to  the  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  of  the  institu- 
tion; they  may  cause  the  principles  of  morality  and  of  the  Christian  religion  to 
be  included,  but  the  religious  tenets  that  may  be  peculiar  to  any  particular  sect  or 
denomination  shall  never  be  taught  or  be  enforced  in  the  college  ; they  may  hold 
their  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  designate  and  appoint ; the 
president  of  the  board  may  call  a meeting  at  any  time  when,  in  his  opinion,  it 
may  be  expedient ; at  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  board  a majority  of 
the  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  transacting  business  ; the  property 
and  funds  of  the  college  shall  be  under  the  management  and  at  the  disposal  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  by  whom  or  by  w'hose  authority  all  contracts,  purchases^ 
and  sales  shall  be  made ; and  generally  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the 
power  to  do  and  perform  all  such  matters  and  things  as  they  may  judge  necessary 
for  the  benefit  of  said  college  ; provided,  that  the  funds  of  the  institution  shall 
not  be  applied  to  any  use,  or  for  any  purpose  not  herein  expressed  or  intended. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  encuted.  That  section  3,  4 or  5 of  the  said  act  of 
January  22d,  1819,  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Cincinnati  college  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
hs  passage.

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After  the  passage  of  said  act  and  pursuant  to  the  rights 
which  they  believed  to  have  conferred  upon  them  by  it,  the 
Direc  ors  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati  demanded  of  the  Trus. 
tees  of  the  Cincinnati  College,  the  surrender  to  the  former  of  the 
books  and  property  of  the  Cincinnati  College. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Cincinnati  College  however,  refused  to 
yield  possession,  claiming  that  the  act  of  April  15,  1893,  was  un 
constitutional  and  void.  Thereupon  suit  was  brought  in  the  name 
of  the  State  of  Ohio  on  the  relation  of  the  persons  then  being 
Directors  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati  against  the  persons  up 
to  that  time  holding  the  office  of  Trustees  of  the  Cincinnati 
College  with  the  view  of  ousting  the  latter  from  and  inducting 
the  former  into  the  office  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Cincinnati 
College. 

The  petition  was  filed  in  June,  1892.  The  persons  up  to  that 
time  holding  the  office  of  Trustees  of  the  Cincinnati  College  filed 
an  answer  in  the  suit  setting  up  as  their  justification  that  the  act 
of  April  15,  1892,  was  unconstitutional  and  therefore  null  and  void- 
The  suit  came  on  to  be  argued  on  December  3rd  and  5th, 
1892,  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  First  Circuit  of  Ohio,  before 


Judges  Cox,  Smith  and  Swing. 

Since  the  argument  printed  briefs  have  been  filed  by  counsel 
representing  both  sides  and  the  case  is  now  sub  judice^  awaiting 
the  decision  of  the  Court. 

Until  and  unless  the  Court  decide  the  case  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiffs,  the  persons  composing  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
University  of  Cincinnati  are,  and  will  be,  unable  to  obtain  con- 
trol or  possession  of  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  Cincinnati 

College.  -r  u XT
